On the eve of the presentation of the Budget at Ottawa each year the 
press cf the country, and notably in the manufacturing cities’ of the East, Is 
filled wiih predictions of dire disaster that will overtake the country if there 
is any lowering in Customs duties through which protection is afforded cer- 
tain industries,

While it is only human nature that these manufacturers should fight to 


the last ditch to retain any and/all advantages they-enjoy, and which are cal- 
culated to add to the value of their plants and increase their profits, and ad- 
mitting that they are only doing what any other class would do, it is in the 
national interest that such claims as are advanced by them should be fully 
examined in the light of actual facts. 

in a-recent article in this column figures were given showing that in 1923 


Canada imported coal from the United States ‘to a value of over $100,000,000, 
and iron and iron products toa value of $152,854,000, both largely imported by 
manufacturers, whereas during the same period: the. value of agricultural im- 
plements’ and machinery. imported from across the line only amounted to 


$11,721,856. x 

The manufacturers feel aggrieved because of these $11,721,856 of im- 
portations and contend that -if the tariff was only. made high enough these 
goods ‘would be shut out and replaced by Canadian-made articles. They 
blame the inadequacy of the tariff from their standpoint for this loss of 
_ business. %. 

It is interesting, therefore, to note that inthis same year Canada exported 
‘farm implements and machinery to a value of $8,187,492:. The Canadian 
nianufacturers were able to sell to this extent in foreign markets in which 
they were not protected by tariffs, but in spite of tariffs levied against. them 
and in open competition with the whole world including the United Statés? 

in other words, Ganada’s imports of farm implements and machinery 
from the Ynited States were-only $3,534,364 in excess of exports, which goes 
to show that the Canadian manufacturer of these implements has mighty

However, if these manufacturers have good reason to complain, as they 
claim they have, then what is to be said for the farmers of Canada in the 
light of the following figures? - Imports of agricultural and vegetable pro- 
duets for the twelve monihs ended February last amounted to $185,811,688 
and of animal products $46,227,018, a total of $232,038,701. Why should the 
farmers of Canada make the importation of these farm‘ products prohibitive, 
thereby securing the whole Canadian market to themselves even though by 


so doing the cost of living for every artizan and laborer in the Dominion was} 


substantially increased? 

But what would the manufacturer say to such a policy which would com- 
pel him to further increase the already high wages he is obliged to pay his 
employees? 

‘The Canadian farmer, however, makes no such demand. All he asks 
is a free field, a fre® market, and no favors. He is prepared to face the com- 
pelition of the whole world, relying om his own industry and the fertility of 
Canada’s soil to win out. He is asking for no artificial props to hold him 
up, but be does ask that the restraints, the handicaps, the shackles now impos- 
ed upon him be removed. With these out of the way he has no fear for his 
own future nor for the future of Canada. 

Why cannot the Canadian manufacturer be as self-reliant as the Cana- 
dian farmer? Can he not, through the ckercise of his own energy and inl- 
tiative, the skill of Canadian artizans and workman whose services are 80 
much in demand in the United Slates, and the great wealth of Canada’s, 
naiural resources lying-right at his door and only awaiting development, 
succeed equally as well in capturing his fair share, not only of the domestic 
trade of Canada, but of the trade of the entire world? . 

Of course the manufacturers could do it if they only would. The trouble 
with them is that they have so long relied upon crutches provided for them 
by the tariff that they are afraid to put their feet squarely on solid ground, 
They prefer to remain feeble cripples, and the very crutches upon which ‘they 
rely for support are having ihe effect of making. cripples of everybody else 
and rendering Canada weak and impotent where ‘this Dominion should be 
sturdy ‘and strong. We continue as‘a country To limp along, when we should 
not merely be walking but rapidly running at the head of the race.

Bavaria to be Spared Bother 
Watching Foreign Aircraft 

Bavaria is to be spared the bother 
of keeping an eye on cross-country 
foreign airplanes next summer, as the 
German Government has refused to 
enter into a convention which would 
permit aircraft of the Compagnie 
Franco-Roumaine. to cross the state 
via Nuremberg on thelr way to Stras- 
bourg and Prague.

pamphlet form about May 15. 

“The bird list,” says Mr. Bradshaw, 
“is not to be confused with the ordin- 
ary bird bulletins published chiefly as 
an aid to identification. It contains 
no illustrations or descriptions of 
birds. It is strictly a catalogue of 
Saskatchewan birds, classified accord- 
ing to scientific requirements, togeth- 
er with notations of the occurrence, 
distributfon and prevalence of each 
species.

It. will be 34,500,000 miles away. 
Its normal distance from .the earth 
varies, It is somgtimes 63,000,600 
miles away, 

Suggestions for communicating with 
Mars, which many scientists believe 
to be inhabited, include the sending of 
signals by wirelees, light rays, smoke 
and even by growing vast tracts of 
vegetation in the shape of triangles, 
squares, or other signs that would 
suggest to possible Martians that the 
earth was trying to communicate with 
them.

Leach Plans Second Journey Over 
Niagara Fatis in June 
“Everything Wve pulled off, 
made good.”

Niagara Falls again in safety some 
time near the middle of dune. 
In 1911, Leach . went over the 


Horseshoe Falls in a steel tube and 
lived to tell the story by movléS and 
lectures. This time it ‘fs to be 

Mr. Leach describes the rubber 
ball in detail. -It is to be the shape 
of a rugby bali, something. like tho 
contour of an egg, but slightly .more 
pointed at the ends.

The forme? steel 
one was nine feet In length and aly 
most three feet in diameter.

The steel barrel last time was so 
heavy that it dropped through the 
stream of the cataract behind the 
waterfall and crashed through space 
to the rocks beneath. Only a mir- 
acle saved Leach from death, permit- 
ting him to bounce back into the cur- 
rent, and to be shot down into the 
pools where safety lay. 

“This barrel won’t drop behind the 
waterfall,” Mr. Leach explains. “It 
is too ight. . It will keep right in the 
water and so miss the rocks under- 
neath.” 

The rubber ball is being manufac- 
tured from Leach’s own plans, down 
Rt Hudson, Mass. No money is paid 
to the daredevil by the rubber com- 
panies. Only the ball is a gift. It 
is upon the moving picture rights that 
Leach must depend for compensation 
for his game of Jife with death.

New Aid to Surgeons 


Chicago Physicians See Demonstra- 
tlons Of Radio Knife 

A “radio knife’ which may render 
virtually bloodless opbrations for can- 
cerous growths was ~demonstrated at 
Chicago by Dr. L. E. Schmidt, whoa 
performed two operations with it. 

A low power radio transmitter is 
used to generate current. 

The “knife,” resembling a knitting 
needle, forms ore terminal. A sheet 
of tin foil on which the patient lies 
forms the other terminal. ‘The hu-+ 
man tissue offering resistance to the 
curfent when the knife is applied 
causes the generation of heat. The 
knife burns itself through the skin and 
muscle quickly and without ‘pressure.
